The Epistle fromthe YEARLY MEET- 
ING, beld in Lendon, by Adjourn- 
ments, from the 24th af the Fifth 
Month, to the 2d of the Sixth Month, 
inclusive, 1815, to the Quarterly and 
Monthly Meeting of Friends, in Great 
Britain, Ireland, and elsewhere. 

Dear Friends, 

In offering you the salutation of our 
love. we believe it right to acknowledge 
eur thankfulness to the Author of all 
good, that we have been peraitted to 
ineet together. We have had again to 
rejoice in a sense of the goodness of Him 
who, by his presence, owned us in times 
past ; and, though sensible of the loss of 
the labour and counsel of some who have 
recently been removed from the proba- 
tions of time, we have felt the consoling 
assurance that the Divine Power is both 
ancient andinew. It is from this holy 
source thal every enjoyment both spirit- 
ual and temperal flows ; it is to the Lord 
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Almighty that we are indebted for the 
blessing of existence, for the means of 
redemption, and for that lively hope of 
immortality which comes by Jesus Christ. 
‘to his service, then, dear friends, inobe« 
dience to the manifestation of his power, 
let us offer our talents; to the glory of 
his great and excellent name, let us de 
vote our strength and the residue of our 
days. 

The state of our religious Society, as 
transmitted from the several bodies 
which constitute this Yearly Meeting, 
has been avain brotght under our view. 
Accounts of the sufferings of our meme 
bers, chiefly fur tithes and other ecclesi- 
astical demands, and for claiins of a mili- 
tary nature, to the amount of Fifteen 
thousand seven hundred and twenty-se- 
ven pounds, have been reported 5 and we 
are informed that ten ofour young men 
have been imprisoned since last year, 
for refusing to serve in the local militia. 

We are encouraved in believing that 
our ancient Christian testimony to th” 
inward teachiny of the Spirit of Chri? 
and to a free gospel ministry on 
continues to be preciots to mary, but iz 
gaining ground amongst us. Pre su fer 
ines to which we are exposed, are, 
through ihe lenity of our government, 
far less severe than were those of our 
predecessors. To some, however, we 
believe that (hese operate at times as & 
trial of their faith and love to the Truth. 
We are disposed to remind such, that 
patience and meekness on their part will 
tend both to exalt the testimony in the 
view of others, and to promote their own 
advancement ia the Christian course. 

The epistle from our friendsin Ireland, 
and those from the several Yearly Meet- 
ings on the American Continent, have a- 
gain convinced usthat we are brethren, 
bound together by the endearing tice et 
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disciples to follow the same Lord; and

We are engaged tenderly to caution 
friends against an eager pursuit after the 
things of this life.

We are far from 
wishing to discourage honest industry; 
and further stil from countenancing jy 
any degiee aspirit of avarice. We are 
not insensible, that the situation of many 
of our members is such as renders pe. 
cessary to them a diligent attention ty 
the concerns cf this life. Christian sim. 
plicity and self-denial we would, howe- 
ver, earnestly recommend : these attain. 
ed, the ciject which, in this respect, we 
have at heart for all our dear friends, 
will be accomplished. Amongst other 
deficiencies reported to us at this time, 
we have been pained in observing, that 
many appear to be still satisfied with at- 
tending meetings for Divine worship but 
once in the week. We lament in belier. 
ing that, where indifference to this prie 
inary religious cuty prevails in any, the 
spirit of the world hath obtained the ase 
cendancy in their minds; for these we 
have often at former times expressed our 
concern, and now again entreat them to 
cousider the privations of good to which 
they subject themselves, and these over 
whom their exam) le prevails, in omitting 
this most reasonable service. The hab- 
it of constant attendance on these occas 
sions. forms an important branch of the 
relivious education of our youth § we are 
therefore desirous of impressing on the 
minds of those to whom they are intrust- 
ed,and who themselves may be diligent, 
ti beware how they deprive their clil- 
dren of such opportunities on the week. 
day, even for the sake of their atten- 
dance at sc!rool. 

It has afforded os much satisfaction to 
helieve, that the Christian practice of 
dailv reading in families a portion of Hos 
ly Scripture, with a subsequent pause 
for retirementand reflection, is increase 
iigamongstus. We conceive that it 14 
both the duty and the interest of those 
who believe in toe doctrines of the Gos- 
nel, and who possess the invaluable trea- 
sure of the sacred Records, frequently te 
recur to them for instrection and conso- 
lations We are desirous that this whole- 
same domestic regulation may be adopt 
ed every where. Heads of families, who 
have themselves experienced: the be nefit 
of religious instruction, will do well to 
consider vhether, in this respect, they 
have uula duty te discharge to theusere 
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cants and others of their household. Pa. 
rents, looking sincerely for heip to Him 
fwhom these Scriptures testify, may 
not untrequenily, on such occasions, teel 
themselves enabled and engaced to open 
tu the minds of their interesting chacge, 
the creat truths of Christian duty aud 
Chastian redemption, 
{n considering tis subject, our yeung- 
er friends have been bronght to our re- 
membrance with warm and teoder solt- 
citude. We hope that many of you, dear 
youth, are no strangers to this practice, 
and tu soine we trust it las already been 
blessed. Hesitate not, (we beseech all 
of this class.) to allot a portion of each 
day to read and meditate upon thesacred 
volume in private: steadily direct your 
minds to Him who afone can open and 
apply the Scriptures to our sptritual be- 
nelit. In these seasons of retiveiment, 
seek for ability to enter into a close exa- 
mination of the state of your own hearts ; 
and as you may be enabled, secretly 
pray to the Almighty for preservation 
froin the temptations with which you 
are encompassed. Your advancement 
in alife of humility, dedication, and de- 
pendence upon Divine aid, is a subject of 
our most tender concern. ‘That you 
might adorn our holy profession, by walk- 
jug watchfully before the Lord, and up- 
holding our various testimonies, was the 
care of some of our dear friends, of whose 
decease we have been at this time in- 
formed. They were concerned in early 
life toevince their love to the Truth; 
they served the Lord in uprightness and 
fear in their generation, and, in their clos- 
ig moments, were permitted to feel an 
humble trust that, through the mediation 
of our Redeemer, they should become 
heirs of a kingdom that shal! never have 
anend. Let their example encourage 
You to offer all your natural powers, and 
every intellectual attainment, to the ser- 
vice of the same Lord, and patiently to 
persevere in a course of unremitting obe- 
dience to the Divine Will.

derstood, he cannot help it, 
THE EXOELLENCE OF CRISTIANITY, IN 
THE ARTICLE OF DEATH. 

It is related of the celebrated Mr. Ade 
dison, tat, on bis death bed, he sent for 
the son of his lady, lord , for the 
purpose of letting that young nobleman 
see with what calmness and serenity a 
Christian could die. The circumstance 
is remarkeble, and heightens the charac- 
ter of Addison, because it manifested a 
strength of intellect. and a fervor of pie- 
ty, far above the reach even of vigorous 
ininds. Almost any passion of the heart, 
excited beyond a certain degree, will o- 
vercome the terrors of death; but it is 
true moral courage and religious faith a- 
lone that. onthe bed of sickuess, can view 
with resignation and composure the ap- 
proaches of that awful disselution of hu- 
nan nature which closes the scene on 
earth, and opens the jrospect of eterni- 
ty. 

What has brought this incident ia the 
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life of Mr. Addison to recollection, is the 
death of the late Archbishop Cannorr, 
concerning whose eminent virtues, great- 
ness of soul, and exemplary devetion, 
many interesting particulars have alrea- 
dy appeared in print :none of these, how- 
ever, seem to mark so decisive a triumph 
over the menacing aspect of death and 
the chilling horrors of the grave, iu that 
¥enervable prélate, as the following cir- 
cumetance. which we have learnt from 
an acquaintance ; 

Phe life of the Archbishop was almost 
at the last ebb, and his surrounding 
friends were consulting about the man- 
rier of hisinterment. It was understood 
that there was a book belonging to his 
Jibrary which prescribed the proper cere- 
monial, and it was ascertained ty be in 
the very chamber in which he then lay. 
A clergynian went, as softly as possible, 
jnto that chamber in geareh of it : be did 
not flud it immediately, and the Arch- 
bishop overheard his footsteps in the 
room. Without a word having passed, 
he called to the clergyman, and told hin 
that he knew what he was looking for; 
that he would find the book in such a po- 
sition on a eertain shelf; and there it 
was accordingly found. 

When we consider that the Archbi- 
shop was, at this moment, fully sensible 
of his nearness to the tomb, and that the 
knowledye that his fiiends were search- 
jng for the volume which explained the 
established mode of burial for Archbi- 
shopsand otlier dignitaries ef the church, 
was, above all things, calculated to bring 
fully and strongly to his thoughts the me- 
fanchely and gioomy ideas attendant up- 
on so solemn a service, and those ideas 
applicable tu his own person, it is impos- 
gible to restrain our admiration, nui on- 
Jy of the clearness and precision of his 
memory, at the age of eighty, but of the 
sublime tranquillity of his spirit, which 
discoursed of mortality °3if he had pass- 
el its limits, and regarded the concerns 
of this world as if he had become already 
an inhahitant of the other. 

Compared, phifosephieally or religi- 
ously, we should determine thatthe man- 
ner of Archbishop Carre!!"s death, in the 
particular mentioned, was of a inore cle- 
vated chapacter than even that of Mr. 
Addison. —

We 
may think that we perform an action 
from a good motive, when if the secrets 
of our hearts were disclosed, it) would 
appear tobe avery badone. A deluded 
hypocrite thinks that he performs the 
duties of religion from love to God, when 
he only loves himself. The thought of 
going to heaven pleases him ; but fie nei- 
ther hates his sins, nor does he think that 
the law which condemns himis holy; 
just, and good. Now v hoever loves Goo, 
will love his law; for the law iste 
brightest transcript of the divine charac- 
ter. We sometimes deceive ourselves 
respecting the end we have in view.

Bear every trial with a hum- 
ble, submissive, and cheerful frame of 
mand,

remind you, that you are but as pilgrims 
and strangers on the eaith; and that 
here vou have no abiding habitation. 
Fee!, herefore, the importance of a bet- 
ter portion than this world can give ; and 
[ass pas. 9 things temporal, with a sa- 

cred regare to those which are eternal. 

While you are placed at a distance 
from your heloved homes, where you en- 
joyed so many »precious privileges, re- 
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meraber that your affectionate Pastors 
and ail your pious friends, whom yutt 
have left behind, cease not to bear you 
daily in thearins of their faithand prayer, 
before the throne of erace. Remember 
also that youhave tle same keeper and 
preserver thone place as in another. 
Aid the Lord kuoweth them that are 
his. “ His eye isin every place, behold- 
ing the evil andthe good. He knows 
all the sorrows of his children, and his 
promise will not fail those that put their 
trustin him. He knows all your tilalsy 
all your temptations, all your wants, 
Plead his promises, therefore, by faith ; 
and through the stormy way of life, let it 
be as your meat and your drink, to do 
the will of your heavenly Father. 

Remember that your time ts short, that 
death may be near; and that you can- 
not boast even of to-morrow. Llessed 
is he that wateheth, and keepeth his gar- 
ments. 

Amidst all your changes in life, let 
your souls rest in the divine glory 3 and 
in all your ways, seek to grow in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior Je- 
sus Christ. 

As often as is practicable read this ad- 
vice from your affectionate Pastor; es- 
pecially every Saturday Evening: and 
let him have an interest in your prayers» 
daily.
